Makes My Blood Boil 


Hoarp’s DAIRYMAN: — Regarding 
Mr. Martin Buth Jr.’s statement in 
the February 25 issue on Hoard’s 
Dairyman Round Table on the main 
cause of por conception in dairy 
cattle being artificial breeding, it 
makes my blood boil. 

There are a few things about arti- 
ficial breeding that lower concep- 
tion rates: 

1. Aged bulls are naturally lower 
in fertility. However, we realize 
this and are willing to sacrifice a 
little fertility for those heifers we 
know have a good plus proof rather 
than a sales talk or an index behind 
them 

2. Lack of cooperation on the part 


of the farmer or inseminator or 
both 

3. Disease—Bang’s, vaginitis, etc. 
incidentally vaginitis won't spread 


as readily with artificial service as 
it will with natural breeding. 

4. Poor management on the part 
of some farmers. I’m a _ subinsem- 
inator for our local and have serv- 
iced cows a month after freshening. 

I don't believe Mr. Buth has his 
eyes open in making that statement. 
I've been breeding my own herd ar- 





tificially for four years and have a 


conception rate of 1.88 services per 
cow on 44 animals. Artificial breed- 
ing has brought to light the fact 
that cows don’t always settle on 
one service. When using natural 
service most farmers wouldn't notice 
that some of the cows were serviced 
more than once, if they did he was 
the only one that knew about it. 
They didn’t keep the records they 
have now with their A.B.A. 

All in all where can a farmer get 
the quality of sires at so reasonable 
a cost as he does with his A.B.A. I 
have daughters of bulls that cost 
$7,500 and at one time their semen 
was delivered for $100 a service. 
(From 550 to 615 pounds fat plus 
proof.) I got the same bull for $5. 

I would like to have Mr. Buth 
look at records that prove that the 


conception rate of artificial and 
natural breeding are nearly the 
same—about two services per con- 


ception over a period of years.

OW accurately can we pick our “tailend- 
ers" when culling time arrives? Can we 
be reasonably sure that the cows we rank 
in producing ability are also the poorest 

inheritance for milk production? 


lowest

The answers to these questions are important 
to those of us concerned with trying to improve 


the inheritance of our herds through the two 
commonly accepted tools the use of better 
bulls and the close culling of our cows and 
heifers. 


Studies made of actual dairy herds show that 
herd improvement comes slowly. It is probable 
that culling accounts for from one-third to one- 
half of the progress made, with the influence of 
better sires being responsible for the remainder 
Many factors will vary these proportions, espe- 
cially the percentage of those culled which are 
eliminated because of disease, injuries, old age, 
ete., rather than bécause they are low pro- 
ducers. Important, too, is the success, or lack 
of success, one has in choosing bulls that trans- 
mit high production. 

Testing the entire herd every year is a “must” 
for those of us expecting culling to give a boost 
in our herd improvement program. Even the 
case where we skip just one year’s testing pre- 
sents immediate problems. In such a herd rec- 
ords are missing on the first-calf heifers and 
they usually constitute around 30 per cent of 
the milking cows. Herd studies have shown that 
the heaviest culling for production is among 
this group. 


Can you predict her next record... 

The accuracy of selecting the lower preducing 
cows for culling is largely wrapped up in the 
accuracy of our production records. Can we, for 
example, predict with any degree of accuracy 
how much a cow will produce in a later lacta- 
tion after having completed one record under 
DHIA or HIR testing? The answer is yes; we 
can predict with an estimate that is much better 
than guessing but with an accuracy that is 
much lower than is commonly accepted. 

To illustrate this point let’s assume that we 
are concerned with a cow that produced 6,000 
Ibs. milk (mature equivalent) in a herd that av- 
erages 10,000 Ibs. This is 4,000 lbs. below the 
herd average. How much milk would we expect 
this cow to produce in her next lactation? 

Based on actual studies of “repeatability” 
among records we can estimate that for her 
next lactation she would lag behind the average 
of the herd by only 40 per cent of what she did 
for her first lactation. Thus, 40% of 4,000 Ibs. 
equals 1,600 Ibs. Our estimate would, therefore, 
be 10,000 Ibs.—1,600 lbs., or 8,400 Ibs. for her 
next record. 

An actual example using 40 cows within the 
University of Kentucky dairy herd will serve to 
illustrate this tendency for later records to move 
upward or downward toward the average. Based 
on first records the high half of the group (20 
cows) averaged 450 Ibs. fat and the low half, 
358 lIbs., a difference of 92 Ibs. 

Using the second records of these same cows

gave the high group an average of 434 lbs. and 


the low group a 382-pound average, or a differ- 
ence now shrunk to 52 lbs. In recognition of 
this tendency of later records to shift toward 


the herd average, we should consider both the 
individual's record and the herd average in eval- 
uating records. 

We can profitably consider this tendency for 
later records of cows to deviate toward the herd 
average before culling animals having but one 
record. 

In general we should cull the very «lowest 
producers among the first-calf heifers, say the 


lowest 25 per cent, but we should often save 
those having records just slightly below the 
herd average, especially if they are from cow 
families considered above the average. 

Those saved with questionable first-calf rec- 
ords can be culled the year following if their 


second records are definitely below the 


herd average. 


again 


Cows with two or more records can be culled 
more accurately than can those with one. The 
cow's ranking, based on the average of two rec- 


ords, will usually classify her as to her future 
expected performance. Unfortunately, as prac- 
tical dairymen we cannot afford to delay until 


several records before culling for 
production. Most of the low production culling 
is based on one or two record performance, so 
we must be prepared to realize in our later pro- 
duction approximately one-half of the apparent 
gain as first indicated 


cows have 


Culling the heifers so as to raise for replace- 
ment only those from the better producing cows 
is another method used by many of us in our 
efforts to retain only the best inheritance in our 


herds. For example, we may cull all or a por- 
tion of the heifer calves dropped by first-calf 
heifers that were themselves culled because of 


low production. Their sires may be of the best 
inheritance, in our opinion, yet we reason that 
the dam contributed half of the inheritance. Be- 
cause her record was comparatively low, the heif- 
er calf is not considered good enough to keep. 
How sound are those who follow this program? 

Anyone believing that “like begets like’ and 
therefore that a daughter must have some re- 
semblance to her dam, would have a hard time 
entirely this program of culling 
Even so, the answer is not as 
might at first believe.

What daughters of ‘‘culls"’ may do... 


When heifer calves from the low producing 
cows are saved, their resulting production is be- 
low the herd average by an amount averaging 
about one-eighth as much as were the records 
of their dams. For example, should the first- 
calf culls average 100 lbs. fat below the herd 
average, one could estimate that their daugh- 
ters would average 12.5 lbs. below the herd av- 


erage. This estimate is based on studies of ac- 
tual herds. 

One example where the result was slightly 
higher than this was where the high half of the 


University of Kentucky herd averaged 92 Ibs. 


more than the low half, yet the daughters of th 
two groups (sired by the same bulls) differed 
in production by only 18 lbs. In this case the 
difference between the daughter groups was 19 
per cent of that between the high and low 
groups of dams. 

Often the boost in production due to an out 
standing sire will more than make up for thi 
lowering effect of saving daughters from the 
cows culled because of low production. As an 
example in the University of Kentucky herd, four 
bulls were used that left daughters that aver 
aged 65 Ibs. fat per lactation more than thei: 
dams. The fact that the 65 Ibs. of apparent im 
provement due to sires exceeded the downward 
dip of 18 lbs. by the daughters of the low dams 
gives evidence that some of the daughters of 
the lower producing cows could profitably have 
been saved 

A study by the dairy staff at Cornell Univer- 
sity of 1,180 artificially produced daughters gives 
further evidence along this line. In this study 
they found 124 of these daughters averaged less 
than 300 lbs. fat. The production level of thei: 
dams was such that 90 of them fell into groups 
averaging between 280 and 375 Ibs. fat, whilk 


34 of them were the exception and averaged 
from 420 to 515 Ibs. fat. 


Among the group of 167 daughters that pro 
duced 500 Ibs. fat or more, it was found that 47 
of them had dams in the low production level of 
270 to 370 Ibs., but that 120 were out of high 
producing dams averaging 420 to 530 Ibs. fat 
The above comparison gives added evidence that 
some of our low producing cows come from our 
high record dams and an important percentage 
of our high producing cows are out of low pro- 
ducing dams.

Year in and year out those of us who save 90 
per cent or more of our dairy heifers for re 
placements will be able to cull more intensely 
for low production during the first and second 
lactations than will those who cull 
afmong heifer calves or use beef bulls on a por- 
tion of their herds.

APHIDS CAUSE 
“DRIPPING TREES” 


If your large shade trees are “dripping” and 
are messing up your house, sidewalk car, lawn, 
check for insects A Colorado entomologist says 
the trouble probably is caused by aphids 

hese insects are on the leaves and stems of 
the tree sucking the juice out and excreting the 





honeydew or sticky substance which drops to the 
ground 

These pests can be controlled in the usual 
manner with nicotine sulfate. If trees are 40 to 
50 feet high, they cannot be sprayed thoroughly 
without the assistance of a commercial sprayer, 
although the lower limbs can be treated. 

It is important that the soft-bodied plant lice 
be controlled as soon as discovered because they 
reproduce rapidly and will spread to other parts 
of the yard, overwintering until the following 
year 


REMINDERS FOR 
PULLET RANGE 


Rutgers poultry specialists say the ideal en- 
vironment for growing replacement pullets is a 
Among the advantages of range 
handling are: Absence of crowding, healthier 
pullets, lower feed costs, less labor, and lower 
overhead 

A good range covered with sod that provides 
a supply of tender young grasses can furnish 10 
to 20 per cent of the total feed consumed during 
the growing period 

J.C. Taylor makes the following suggestions 
with reference to managing pullets on range:

1 Clean summer shelters and treat them for 
mite control at least two weeks before putting 
pullets into them. Carbolineum is what he recom- 
mends using. Locate shelters in line, 150 to 200

’ For every 100 pullets up to 12 weeks of 
age, provide three hoppers 3 feet long or two 


hoppers 6 feet long. From 12 weeks of age to 


maturity, provide four hoppers each 4 feet long 
or two cight-foot hoppers. Keep hoppers in line,

3. Locate fountains over dry wells, spaced 100

protect water from the hot sun

HAY CRUSHING 
BECOMING POPULAR 


Hay crushing is a haying method that is at- 
tracting more attention each year. According to 
Michigan State College engineers, crushing helps 
overcome several haying problems 

A large percentage of the hay harvested each 
vear is either completely spoiled or seriously 
damaged by bad weather while curing. Crushing 
is one of the ways to speed up the drying 
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process to cut down the time hay is subject to 
weather damage 

R. W. Kleis of Michigan reports that the gen- 
eral purpose of crushing hay is to crack and 
crush the stems—especially coarser ones—so 
that there will be more surface exposed to the 
air. Moisture and plant juices in the interior of 
the stem are brought into more direct contact 
with the drying air. Both these factors tend to 
step up the rate of drying and allow stems to 
dry nearly as fast as the leaves. 

Several makes of hay crushers are now on the 
market. While they differ some in design, they 
all accomplish the same general purpose in much 
the same way. 

Whether or not the purchase of a hay crusher 
is justified by the savings in hay and hay quality 
depends on the operating conditions of each in- 
dividual farm. Such changes as acreage of hay, 
value of hay, local weather conditions, hilliness 
of the fields, and size of the tractor must be 
considered. 


SUMMER CARE 
FOR TRACTORS 


There are at least four essentials to a good op- 
erating program for farm tractors during the 
heavy working season now in progress. 

They are proper maintenance of the radiator 
and cooling system, correct crankcase lubrication, 
regular service of the air cleaner, and good bat- 
tery care. 

Anti-freeze mixtures should be replaced with 
plain water during the summer months. Most 
anti-freeze mixtures do not cool as well as water 
alone, and when left in may cause a knock in 
the engine. In addition, permanent anti-freeze 
solutions deteriorate if left in the radiator con- 
stantly. Engine temperatures become excessively 
high. This promotes oil deterioration. 

Dale Hull, of Iowa State College, recommends 
that the instructions of the manufacturers be 
followed closely in the selection of the proper 
SAE grade of lubricating oil. The manual that 
comes with the tractor tells specifically what 
grade to use during each season 

More tractors have been ruined because of 
poor air cleaner service and air system main- 
tenance than for any other reason. The oil-bath 
air-cleaner cup should be filled with the recom- 
mended grade of clean motor oil. 

Lack of water shortens the life of a storage 
battery considerably, while too much water will 
cause an overflow which results in corrosion 
around the battery case. On most tractors, a 
higher charging rate can be obtained when need- 
ed, simply by pulling the light switch out a notch. 


PIGS NEED 
GOOD PASTURE 


Good pasture is an excellent feed for swine. 
It will help considerably in putting on the fast- 
est gains at the lowest possible cost. 

Illinois swine specialist, S. W. Terrill, recom- 
mends that growing pigs have pasture through- 
out as much of the year as possible. You can 
stretch the pasture season into the fall, winter, 
and early spring with fall-sown rye. During the 
summer legume-grass pastures are preferable. 

In addition, proteins and minerals are needed 
to balance the farm-grown grains fed on pasture. 

If feeding hogs on drylot, furnish the protein, 
vitamins, and minerals needed to balance the 
grains through suitable low cost combinations of 
plant, meat, fish, milk, and commercial products. 
Remember that the period from weaning to 75 
pounds in drylot is the time when pigs need a 
properly balanced ration the most. 

When ground oats are as cheap per pound as 
corn, they may replace from one-fourth to one- 
third of the corn in the ration for market hogs. 
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CHECK DRINKING 
WATER SUPPLY 


Now would be a good time to check your well 
for any possible contamination of your drinking 
water. Even though this is often overlooked, 
contaminated drinking water can be the cause 
of typhoid fever, dysentery, or summer com-

can be a physical hazard as well as allowing 
contamination. 

The surest way to determine whether or not 
contamination is present is to have the water 
tested for harmful organisms and also repair 
well platforms. In every state there is a water 
testing laboratory and in many cases samples 
will be tested for a small fee. Write to the 
laboratory and a special container will be re- 
turned with instructions on taking the sample. 

Well platforms should be of good construction, 
preferably concrete, raised above the ground six 
to eight inches and should slope away from the 
well. This type of platform will help keep sur- 
face drainage out of the well. 

Iowa engineers also recommend insulated 
above-ground pump houses for water systems in- 
stead of pits unless the pits are well drained 
into a pocket of gravel or into a field tile line. 
Otherwise there’s a chance for water tc accumu- 
late in the pit and seep or drain into the well. 


WELL WATER 
NOT THE BEST 


Well water is not always cold enough to do a 
good job of cooling milk without a mechanical 
cooler. In Ohio, for example, a dairy specialist 
reports that water from most wells is not cold 
enough to do a satisfactory job. 

This situation is made more serious when cer- 
tain types of pressure systems are installed on 
the farm. In many cases, operation of such sys- 
tems involves pumping water directly into a 
storage tank where it warms up several degrees. 

To do an effective job of cooling milk, the 
water temperature must be 55°F. or less, and 
many wells cannot produce water at that low a 
temperature. 

There are several makes and models of me. 
chanical coolers on the market, and you should 
select the type that best fits your present and 
future needs and buy it where it is possible to 
get repair service. 

In operating a mechanical tank, clean it fre- 
quently and change the water often. To cool 
the milk, put the can lid on tightly to keep out 
the dirt—heat radiates out the sides of cans 
much quicker than it does out the top. 

Air cooling does not compare with water. For 
example, blacksmiths can cool a red-hot iron in 
a few minutes in water, but it takes much longer 
to cool the same iron in the air.

lot of poor quality milk comes to dairy 

plants. The total value of this loss in 
quality amounts to millions of dollars annually 
in the United States. All of this loss could be 
prevented by following a few precautions. 

Quality-minded dairymen have taken inventory 
before the busiest work started, and have been 
going over their milking machines and replacing 
worn rubber parts such as inflations and milk 
tubes that are becoming defective and hard to 
keep clean. Likewise, they have been repairing 
or replacing pails, strainers, and cans that have 
open seams or those that are rusty, badly dented, 
or which are otherwise defective. They know Le ' - - PEE 
that troublesome bacteria lodge in such places . , — TO erent 
and grow there very rapidly, especially during 
the favorable spring conditions. 

Following the right principles of utensil clean- 
ing is necessary for quality milk production at 
all times of the year, but failure to adhere to 
them during warm weather causes quality trouble 
much more quickly than at other times. The 
tendency is to blame other things, such as poor 
cooling, where actually lack of the right care of 
milking machines and utensils is responsible for 
a lot more quality trouble than many people 
realize. These simple fundamental principles of 
itensil care may be briefly outlined as follows: 

1. Right after milking the last cow, before the 
milking machine pump is shut off, rinse the 
milking machine and all utensils with lukewarm

2. Wash all the parts, with which milk comes — ‘italiane % HOARD'S DAIRYMAN 
in contact, with a good dairy cleaner solution 
(prepared according to the directions on the 
original package of the cleaner.) 

3. Rinse off all the solution with hot water 
and allow the utensils to drain and dry on a 
clean rack in the milk house. Where really hot 
water (at least 170°F.) is not available, the teat 
cup assembly of the milking machine should be 
hung on a solution rack and completely filled 
with a ',% lye solution and stored that way 
until milking time. 

4. Just before milking, all of the utensils and 
the milking machine should be sanitized with 
a chlorine sanitizing solution prepared according 
to the directions on the original package. 

Too often quality trouble from utensils and 
milking machines is overlooked and attributed to 
poor cooling because quality trouble often comes 
at the time when the weather is getting warmer 
People naturally associate the quality trouble 
and warm weather with poor cooling more often 
than they do utensil and milking machine care 

The importance of using a good dairy ther- 
nometer as a guide in milk cooling can't be 
overemphasized. Without its use, dairymen are 
prone .to think that they are doing a good job 
of cooling where it is inadequate. 

The temperature of the water in the cooling 
tank needs to be down to around 50°F. to do a 
satisfactory job of cooling 

Mechanical coolers which cool with water at 
temperatures below 40°F., of course, are more 
ideal, but high quality milk can usually be sat- 
isfactorily maintained with well-water cooling, 
provided that the milk is not held for a longer 
period than 12 to 15 hours before it is deliv- 
ered to the plant. That is where it has been 
produced under satisfactory sanitary conditions 
and handled in clean, sanitized utensils. 

Where well-water cooling is practiced, it is, 

of course, important that an ample amount of 
cold water is used to get the temperature of 

the milk below 60°F. With all immersion type aati 

tank cooling, it is essential that the water level Immediately after milking rinse machine with lukewarm or cold water. Don't underestimate the value of a good

Brown Swiss.

ords in the Brown Swiss breed descending 

from the seventh — all Rosies!!! Such is 
the remarkable record of the Rosie family, bred 
and owned by the Ingold family of Green County, 
Wisconsin. 

Rosie of Spring Valley was born in 1924. This 
incredible performance had its beginning with 
her and covers a span of nearly 30 years. In 
mileage it travels from Wisconsin to Connecticut 
to Massachusetts and back to Ohio. However, 
lets leave “Rosie” and her great line of female 
descendants for the time being and look behind 
the scene to see what could make such a thing 
possible 

The names Ingold and Brown Swiss are al- 
most synonymous. There is hardly anyone in the 
entire breed that is not familiar with this great 
herd of cattle that is to be found at Spring Val- 
ley farm nestled between the hills a short dis- 
tance east of the cheesemaking community of 
Monroe. 

The accomplishments of this herd have been 
so remarkable and covered such a long period 
of time that it is difficult indeed to know how 
to properly describe them. However, the one 
important thing that is to be remembered at all 
times is that the cattle and working operations 
on this farm have been handled on a very prac- 
tical farmer basis. The milking, care of cattle, 
and raising of the feed have for the most part 
been done by the Ingold family with little or no 
hired help. 

The family had its beginning with Brown 
Swiss in 1895 when on November 11, John Ingold 
purchased the bull, Ronaldo. A few years later 
he purchased another bull, Jordan. Later some 
purebred females were purchased. From this 
very modest beginning a program was set forth 
that was to make breed history as time moved 
on. This has revolved around a consistent year 
after year testing program which was started in 
the early 1920's and has been carried on ever 
since. 

The testing has been invaluable in providing 
information to be used in formulating and di- 
rectng the breeding program of the herd. The 
entire herd was placed on test shortly after the 
National Brown Swiss Association adopted the 
herd test 20 years ago. This long continuous 
testing of every animal has furnished information 
for uncovering the most profitable cows and cow 
families. Not only those that were heavy pro- 
ducers but also those that calved regularly every 
year and lived to a ripe old age were spot- 
lighted by the testing program. 

The year 1924 was an eventful one in the 
Ingold family. During this year two great cows,

Swiss Betty I and Rosie of Spring Valley, first 
saw the light of day. 

Swiss Betty I lived to a handsome old age 
and became the envy of all Brown Swiss breed- 
ers. At the time of her death she had produced 
171,336 Ibs. milk testing 4.36% fat, giving her a 
total lifetime production of 7,464 lbs. fat. This 
was done in 4,140 days on test, all of which 
were on a twice-a-day miking. At the time of 
the National Brown Swiss annual convention 
in 1950, this was still standing as the world’s 
lifetime production record for Swiss. However, 
the continuous testing program was focusing 
attention on many other Ingold cows as well as 
the national champion during this time. 

At the time of the 1950 convention Swiss 
Caroline, another Ingold bred cow, was in third 
place with her total lifetime production and 
Laura Baron, also bred by the Ingolds, was in 
fourth place. In fact, of the 43 cows in the 
breed that had produced 5,000 Ibs. fat, the In- 
golds bred 14 of them! 

The 1951 convention report shows that the 
Ingold cattle are still working as pace-setters. 
Swiss Betty I has relinquished her lead to her 
granddaughter, Swiss Caroline, with a total pro- 
duction of 7,714 lbs. fat. This most recent re- 
port shows that 15 cows in the Swiss breed have 
produced more than 6,000 lbs. fat in their life- 
time. The entire production by most of them 
has been on twice-a-day milking. Seven of these 
15 cows were bred by the Ingolds. A quick 
check of all breeds makes us realize the signifi- 
cance of this enviable record. 

This great longevity exhibited by the Ingold 
cattle has helped materially in giving additional 
animals in each family to select and breed from. 
Thus, Fred Ingold, who has carried on this very 
constructive herd after his father’s death, has 
been able to develop cow families with great 
prepotency for transmitting their good qualities 
to their offspring. 

To date, 45 bulls bred by the Ingolds have 
been proved by the Bureau of Dairy Industry. 
These 45 bulls have an equal parent index of 
10,598 lbs. milk testing 4.26% and having a total 
of 451 Ibs. fat. This is, of course, on a twice- 
a-day milking basis for 305 days figured to ma- 
ture equivalent as is done for all bulls when 
proven by the Bureau of Dairy Industry. This 
average index of 451 lbs. fat was compiled as a 
result of the tested daughters of these bulls av- 
eraging 412 lbs. fat as compared to the av- 
erage of 373 Ibs. for their dams. 

It is little wonder though that such an enviable 
record could be compiled when breeding from 
such great cow families as “Rosie's”. As pre- 
viously stated, Rosie of Spring Valley was born 
in 1924 and headed a line of direct female 
descent which saw the six consecutive genera- 
tions following her make Honor Roll records. 
“Rosie” started this parade with a record of 
15,158 Ibs. milk and 541 Ibs. fat. This was made 
on 2x in 305 days in 1931 as a 7-year-old. She 
has other 2x, 305-day records of 409 and 491 Ibs. 
fat as a 4- and 5-year-old respectively. Her 
daughter, Rosie Hektor, continued the proces- 
sion with 12,980 lbs. milk and 559 Ibs. fat on 2x 
in 365 days as a jr. 4-year-old. This is apparently 
the only record made by her. 

Rosie Hektor in turn gave birth to one of the 
greatest cows the breed (Turn to page 512)

Planning To Paint? 


Here is how to get the most for 
your dollar value in buying and 


applying paints that will last.

HERE is probably no true measure of the 

real worth of paint to the dairy farmer 

, Longer structure life resulting from the 

surface protection offered by painting will more

good paint practices as we are to follow good 
fertilization practices. The paint industry has 
made great strides during the past 10 years 


Their findings, along with results of testing by 
research workers outside the paint industry, may 
be applied to the paint user’s advantage 


The Agricultural Engineering Department at 
the Pennsylvania State College has been con- 
ducting paint exposure tests since 1944. Results 


of this work may be teamed up with advice 
from the industry and the experience of journey- 
men in making recommendations which will give 
greater satisfaction from each paint dollar spent. 


Ready mixed paints ... 


Today the formulation of paints is carefully 
planned and controlled by competent chemists. 
These paints are superior to paints prepared by 
home mixing of oils and pigments. Guesswork 
and painter’s notions concerning the mixing and 


use of paints must be discarded. Today's paints 


are sold having ready mixed formulas. They can 
give top performance only if handled according 
to directions. 

Do not add thinners or 
less specific instructions are 
label. To do so upsets the 
paint formula and results will 
Thinning for first applications is not even 
so necessary as it once was. Special primer 
paints are now provided which have pigment- 
vehicle relationships especially suited to first coat 
work,

Exterior wood paints... 

The best exterior wood paint buy is probably 
the red iron oxide paint often sold as a barn 
and roof paint. This paint is cheaper and more 
durable than white paints; however, the fact re- 
mains that a majority of the paint used will be 
white paint. 

There was a time when the superior white 
paint was considered to be white lead and oil. 
It is now known that white paint with a 100% 
lead pigment may actually be the poorest choice 
There is evidence to indicate that the lower lead 
content paints definitely out-perform 100% lead 
paints 

Lead-free paints are now made which are 
promising, but for many conditions per- 
formance will result from having small amounts 
of lead in the formula. The mixed pigment 
white paints contain titanium dioxide, zinc oxide, 
white lead and asbestine. The exact pigmenta- 
tion will be determined by the quality of the 
paint desired and the nature of the particular 
ingredients available to the manufacturer. 


best 


There is no good rule for the general public 
to use in judging a paint by its formula; how- 
ever, it is good policy to insist that the formula 
be given on the can. Remember, it is poor econo- 
my to buy cheap paints. 


There is a tremendous amount of galvanized 
steel roofing in use on our farms. Much of this 
roofing has been neglected and is in real, need 
of a protective coating if it is to continue to 
serve. The rest of this roofing need not be neg- 
lected and can be made to serve to our greatest 
advantage if painted at the right time. 


Painting galvanized roofing... 


people wish to paint new galvanized 
The only justification for such a_ pro- 
cedure is that all roofs in a farmstead can be 
kept a matching color. The purchase price of 
galvanized roofing includes a zinc coating which 
protects the base metal. To cover this = zin 
with paint is poor economy. If you must paint 
new galvanized metal, permit it to weather six 
months before applying the paint. This will i: 
sure a better bond between paint and metal

It is sometimes suggested that the surface of 
new galvanized roofing be washed with a special 
solution in preparation for painting. Several 
such treatments are available commercially and 
may be used where a six-month waiting period 
is not convenient. The first coat should be a 
metal primer containing a good rust inhibitive 
pigment such as zinc chromate or metallic zinc 
dust. The finish coat may be a good quality roof 
paint of the desired color. Red iron oxide barn 
or roof paint, a paint containing metallic zinc 
dust, or a good grade aluminum paint are ex- 
amples 

Economically, the best time to paint galvanized 
roofing is when the zine coating is just about 
gone and rusting is about to commence. The 
recommendations given above for painting new 
galvanize apply to this condition also 

Work at Penn State gives evidence as to the 
difficulty of painting rusty metal. As suggested 
above, avoid the need to paint rusted metal if at

but it does not all have the 

same feeding quality by any 
means. A ton of corn, taken from un- 
treated land on the Morrow plots at 
Urbana, Illinois, contained only 98 Ibs. 
total protein. Corn on the adjoining 
treated land had 169 Ibs. protein per 
ton dry weight. This was a quality 
gain of 71 Ibs. brought about by the 
use of manure, legumes, limestone, 
and rock phosphate. 

This field test serves to emphasize 
the fact that when the fertility of 
the soil declines, the quality of crops 
This in turn affects 
livestock which may be fed on such 
crops and ultimately this cuts into 
the profits of the farm operation.

How it was fertilized .. . 


This gain in quality is by no 
means confined to the Morrow plots 
and Central Illinois soils. The Dixon 
Springs Experiment- Station located 
on yellow hill land in extreme South- 
ern Illinois also has this problem. 
On this station when corn land was 
treated with 200 Ibs. of an 0-20-20 
the silage corn contained 
only 69 Ibs. protein a ton on the dry 
Adjoining land, more heavily 
fertilized, produced silage corn with 
156 Ibs. protein per ton. This was a 


| quality gain of 87 Ibs. due to heavy 


fertilizer treatment. 

This good corn was treated with 
200 Ibs. 0-20-20 fertilizer plowed un- 
der, 200 Ibs. 8-8-8 drilled in the row 
at planting time, and a side dressing 


lof 200 lbs. ammonium nitrate when 


the corn was about knee-high. This 
method of fertilization gave a large 
increase in protein in silage corn on 
this eroded hill land 

Some of the more productive soils 
of Illinois also show differences in 
corn protein due to soil treatment. 
On these more fertile soils the in- 
crease in protein is not as large and 
neither does the protein go so low 
on the untreated land. On the Dixon 
experiment field, Lee County, in 
Northern Illinois, silage corn from un- 
treated land contained 120 lbs. protein 
per ton. Silage corn from land treated 
with limestone, legumes, rock phos- 
phate, and potash contained 146 lbs. 
protein per ton on the dry basis. 
This was a quality gain of 26 Ibs. in 
favor of the soil treatment. 

The difference or gain was not as 
large as on Morrow plots or the 
Dixon Springs Station, but the un-

treated land did produce a better 
quality of silage corn. 

The soils on the Dixon field are 
at a high level of productivity. Here 
the untreated land yielded approxi- 
mately four tons silage corn an acre, 
and the treated land produced slight- 
ly under six tons an acre on the dry 
basis. The grain yield on this land 
was 71 bushels and 109 bushels re- 
spectively. 

On the Dixon Springs Station, land 
treated with only 0-20-20 fertilizer 
yielded two tons silage corn and the 
heavily fertilized land yielded slight- 
ly under five tons an acre. 

Corn on the old Morrow plots rep- 
resented more of the extreme in 
yields. Here the treated land gave 
6.5 tons and the untreated land gave 


slightly over one ton on the dry 

basis. In all comparisons good soil 

treatment gave not only a higher 

percentage of protein but also a 

greatly increased acre yield. 

More grain in good silage . . . 
There are a number of things 


which go to make corn from well 
treated and heavily fertilized land 
better for silage purposes. There is 
of course likely to be a higher per- 
centage grain in silage taken from 
good land. Again quoting the ex- 
tremes of the Morrow plots, here 
corn from the untreated land was as 
low as 38 per cent grain while that 
from the treated land ran as high 
as 53 per cent grain. This differ- 
ence alone is sufficient to add con- 
siderably to the quality of the feed. 

Blades and sheath on the stalks 
carry the high st percentages of 
some of the essential minerals and a 
large part of the vitamins. Blades 
and sheath from treated land are 
usually green and fresh and are less 
drained of protein and minerals as 
the corn matures and forms the ears. 
In fact they are richer because the 
soil on which they grew was more 
fertile. 

The entire stalk including blades, 
sheath, husk, and main stalk have 
been found to contain considerably 
more protein and minerals when 
grown on well treated land than the 
same parts of the plant taken from 
untreated land. 

There is a decided advantage in 
feeding cows the best corn for the 
simple reason the feed is more nu- 
tritious. Then in addition there is 
the larger acre yield which also is 
an advantage in making feeding 
more profitable.

Leaders in the re bureaus have reported 


continuing difficulty in maintaining the morale of 
research worket Promising young. men, working 


on vital research projects, often lose their in- 


itiative and begin thinking primarily of security 
rather than contribution to farm welfare. Others 
leave the Department for opportunities in less 
complicated, restrictive fields. 

If you were to visit research workers at the 
state agricultural experiment stations, you would 
find a different atmosphere to that experienced in 
Washington. In the states, primary emphasis is 
devoted to subject matter and service, with little 
consideration to legislative and political activi- 
ties. This is as it should be. 

During recent years, there has been an effort 
on the part of the Department to move some 
of its activities into the agricultural regions of 
the nation. We believe that this has been a most 
desirable and beneficial development. Our only 
suggestion at this time is that further effort be 
devoted toward this decentralization of the De- 
partment. It would not displease us if all of the 
research, extension, and regulatory activities of 
the Department of Agriculture were moved to 
the country. 

Should there ever develop a need for further 
office space for other governmental agencies in 
Washington, we would suggest that the federal 
government look to the great Department of 
Agriculture building for such expansion and pro- 
vide new, decentralized facilities for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture out in the states. 

We are frankly concerned about the future of 
the Department; about the decisions being made 
and to be made on matters of policy which will 
affect the future of agriculture for generations to 
come. We believe departmental personnel should 
be closer to the farm at all times. 

It is fully expected that this suggestion will be 
rejected in many quarters. If the seed has been 
planted and, if someone will add some fertilizer 
now and then along with a bit of moisture, per- 
haps this proposal may become a reality. If it 
does, we believe the American farmer will be bet- 
ter served, and agriculture in the future will be 
stronger and more prosperous than it would be 
if the Department remains in Washington. 





OLEO FOR THE NAVY 


[% WASHINGTON Dairygrams, on page 499, 
our correspondent reports that U t Senate 
and House committees have reported favorably a 
proposal to permit the serving of oleo to navy 
personnel 

Under present law, 1.6 ounces of butter per 
person, per day, are authorized. Also authorized 
are 1.6 ounces of lard or lard substitutes. Under 
the pending bill, it is possible to serve 3.2 ounces 
of oleo to replace the butter and lard 

Having served in the navy in Yellow Sea and 
Korean waters following World War II, we know 
some of the problems of maintaining morale in 
those advanced areas. Well balanced, tasty, nu- 
tritious meals are absolutely essential. Substitute 
or ersatz foods have no place in the rations of 
fighting men, 

We can assure our representatives and sena- 
tors in Congress that they would be well-advised 
to commit these idiotic oleo bills to their waste- 
baskets. They should be determined and proud to 
stand and vote a resounding “No” when the bills 
are up for consideration in the House and Senate.

MANAGE FINANCES CAREFULLY 


N THE five years following 1946, farm real es- 

tate debt has gone up from 4.7 to 5.8 billion 
dollars. Non-real estate debt has more than 
doubled from 2.9 billions to 6.2 billions. 

This may appear to be an alarming condition 
but it cannot be considered in this light when 
we appreciate that farmers’ capital assets have 
gone up from 97.7 billion dollars to 142.8 billions 
in the same period of time. There is increasing 
evidence, however, that liberal credit terms, ex- 
tended by machinery, motor fuel, and feed deal- 
ers, have resulted in many farmers being over- 
burdened financially. 

An Eastern Nebraska banker reports: “Many 
tenant farmers have been spending too freely 
during the past few years and have no cash re- 
serve accumulated. Many are in debt for last 
year’s operating expense and some machinery 
purchases. These individuals are having trouble 
securing additional advances to cover their op- 
erating expense for the coming crop year.” 

We mention this problem of farm finances at 
this time because consumer credit controls have 
now been lifted by the federal government. It is 
our hope that there will not be a headlong rush 
to take advantage of this relaxation of credit 
controls. It would be extremely unwise in the 
vast majority of cases. 

Our memory should not be so short that we 
can forget what took place 20 years ago. We 
are not forecasting any type of a recession at 
this time. It is never out of the realm of pos- 
sibility, however, and the prospect of good mar- 
kets should never be an excuse for unwise fi- 
nancial management. 

The farm debt picture which has been out- 
lined indicates what we have reported in these 
columns many times. The fixed obligations, rep- 
resented by high real estate debt in the late '20s 
and early '30s, was the downfall of thousands of 
farmers during that deflationary period 20 years 
ago. Today, those fixed obligations normally are 
not real estate obligations but fixed overhead, 
represented by continuing high operating costs 
and, in some cases, indebtedness for machinery 
and farm improvements. 

It is also true that during the past 12 years 
we have accustomed ourselves to high operating 
and living expenses which, if not sufficiently 
flexible, can be just as damaging as our fixed 
obligations. 

It is our intent during the coming months to 
publish articles on small and family-sized farms 
which are being operated most economically and 
profitably without incurring burdensome debts 
and fixed obligations. It is hoped that some 
ideas may be presented which may be directly 
applicable to other farms of comparable size and 
thereby assist in establishing and maintaining a 
sound financing program.

GREAT many farmers seem to regard any 

outlay for needed improvements on the farm 
with decided aversion. They will plead poverty 
when they have money out at interest. They 
seem to be entirely willing to amass money to 
lend to a neighbor, but they don’t feel that way 
when it comes to lending it to the farm. Yet, 
in every case, where ordinary good judgment is 
used, the farm is much the safest creditor and 
will pay the biggest rate of interest.

Could you give me some informa- 
tion for a lease where purebred live- 
stock is to be shared? I would like 
your experience to apply to my own 
case, if possible, so will tell you 
what I have as the owner. 

I will furnish all the livestock (all 
purebred); the machinery (modern 
and nearly new); all the land, seed- 
ed to pasture and alfalfa, in” high 
state of fertility; all the buildings 
(new within 10 years and grade A).

I am renting a large farm to a 
tenant on this basis. Your situation 
is a little different in that you have 
purebred cattle. If you will require 
the tenant to care for and feed these 
cattle differently than if they were 
a grade herd, he should share in a 
higher increase in value as the young 
stock grow up. On the other hand, 
if he will care for them quite simi- 
larly to a grade herd, I would ad- 
vise you to place values lower 

The reason for this is you have a 
much greater investment in the herd 
and take quite a risk leaving the 
management to a person who does 


not have an interest in the milking 
herd. 

May I suggest inventory values, 
as follows, as a basis for gains to 
divide with the tenant:

Cost of Pork Production 


“Do you think that pork produc- 
tion can ever be put on a cost plus 


basis if our meat supplies do not 
increase as rapidly as our human 
population is now doing? It would 


seem that the best way to stimulate 


the greater production of meats 
would be to guarantee a fair return 
to the grower after the costs of 
production are determined. Other- 
wise our 140 Ibs. meat per person 
per year may drop considerably dur- 
ing the next ten years.” 

This inquiry certainly raises one 


debatable questions of farm 
“Cost of production” has 
been in the headlines for a genera- 
tion or more, and up to now not 
very much has been done about find- 
ing an answer. It would seem that 
coming at a time when hogs are 
near $17 top and corn is selling at 
nearly $3 per hundred, that some- 
thing might be used to lift the 
morale of hog growers to keep them 
in the But, is “cost plus” 
the answer?

studies on Iowa farms have 
shown that the differences between 
efficient and inefficient farms may 
much as eight to ten dollars 
hundred pounds. In one com- 
parison in Iowa, fifteen farms that 
had the highest cost per 100 Ibs 
gain averaged $14.02. For the same 
year, in the same county, the fif- 
teen farms with lowest cost av- 
eraged only $6.16 per hundred 
pounds of pork grown.

lowering cost figures. For instance, 
on the high cost farms the breeding

herds were managed indifferently 
and the number of pigs per litter 
dropped off. Sows were fed rations 
deficient in protein. Housing was 


uncomfortable and the per cent loss 
between farrowing and weaning 


reached 36 per cent, or more than 
one pig in every three. An average 
of only 4.2 pigs per litter were 


weaned. 

On the better farms, good rations 
were fed. Housing conditions were 
better, although only 3 out of 82 
farms in both high and low groups 
used guard rails in farrowing pens. 
These determinations were made 
some years ago and since that time 
guard rails have given way to heat 
lamps and electric brooders, but it 
is a safe bet that on the low pro- 
ducing farms of today these valu- 
able pieces of equipment are lack- 
ing. Losses during and following 
farrowing may be extremely high 
because of this one factor in good 
farming. 

The Iowa reports show an average 
gain of .9 pound per head per day. 
When this was stepped up to 1 Ib. 


per day, an increase of only .1 Ilb., 
the cost of 100 lbs. pork was low- 
ered 64 cents, and corn was in- 
creased in value by 5.3 cents per 
bushel. The increase in gain was 
governed by good feeding, the use 
of well balanced rations, fed lib- 
erally. 


Labor costs multiply if self-feed- 
ing is not followed. Costs of con- 
centrates are higher when no pas- 
ture is provided. Limited feeding, to 
take advantage of the current year's 
grain crops, slows up the gains and 
delays the sale. With all of these 
factors different on different farms, 
it is impossible to establish a pat- 
tern of plus a profit.” The 
growers who are efficient will con- 
tinue in business in spite of a few 
setbacks. The ones who take no 
advantage of cutting have a 
bleak outlook ahead

Controlling Blood Spots in 
Eggs 


Blood spotting in chicken eggs ap- 
parently can be controlled to a large 
extent by breeding. 

Research workers at the Univer- 
sity of California have developed a 
strain of White Leghorns capable 
of producing a high per cent of 
blood spots in their eggs. The actu- 
al increase in the evidence of blood 
spots over the original stock was 38 
per cent. 

Since this type of egg is for all 
practical purposes a total loss, the 
economic advantage of a strain of 
birds with a low incidence of the 
problem is obviously much greater 
than is the case where no attention 
has been paid to it in the breeding 
program. 

Environment and management 
play only a minor role in the con- 
trol of blood spots and this probably 
accounts for the fact that oftentimes 
under the best management there 
are far too many eggs lost because 
of blood spotting. 


Milo a Good Poultry Feed

Whipped Cream 


by Marian Pike 


HAT would we do without 
whipped cream? Parties 
just wouldn't be parties 


without it. And what a lifesaver for 
left-overs it is! A dash of whipped 
cream on yesterday’s dessert can 
end a busy day meal on a sprightly 


note. But, best of all, it’s full of 
vitamin A. 
During National Dairy Month, 


you may want to celebrate by serv- 
ing lots of whipped cream at your 


house. Try making your own: 
Ice Cream Cake 

Buy a loaf-type angel cake, or 
make your own sponge or angel 
food. (I usually make a big sheet 
of sponge cake and make three reci- 
pes at once. Cake for each recipe 
should be about 9x5x2 inches.) 

Slice cake lengthwise in three 
layers. 


Spread one pint of ice cream be- 
tween bottom and middle layers; 
another pint of ice cream between 
middle and top layers. (Good com- 


binations are peach sherbet with 
butter almond ice cream; lime sher- 
bet with strawberry ice cream; 


chocolate chip or butter’ brickle 
with vanilla ice cream. You'll work 
out your own favorite combinations.) 

Then whip one pint of cream, add- 
ing sugar and flavoring. Frost com- 
bined cake and ice cream with the 
whipped cream. To frost all around, 


frost bottom and sides first. Place 
top side down in freezer until cream 
is solid, then turn over and frost 


top with remaining whipped cream. 


Decorate with colored sugar or 
tinted coconut. Hold in freezing 
compartment of refrigerator until 
serving time, or wrap for freezing 


and store as long as two months. 
Slice to serve, at the table, it’s 
so pretty. If you wish, decorate in- 
dividual servings with whole sugar- 
dipped strawberries, or with mints 
and salted nuts.

There’re good grounds for it. Partic- 


ularly if the term “evangelist” con- 
jures up an image of a pert brunette 
high school senior giving practical 
down-to-earth demonstration on 
farm and home safety at township 
farm bureau meetings, before school 


groups, for multitudinous 4-H club 
meetings, and before various civic 
groups. 

Carol gave 64 talks to adult and 
4-H] groups, gave 22 safety demon- 
strations, made 16 county and local 
safety exhibits, showed safety films, 
made a county safety survey,. and 
directed a safety play given at the 
annual county farm bureau picnic 
by rural youth. 

Carol, the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Stanley Guenther, of Allen 
County, Indiana, was a winner of 
the Indiana Dairy Safety Contest 
last year and then went on to be a 
winner in the National 4-H Farm 
and Home Safety Contest at the 4-H 
Congress in Chicago. She was also 


named the outstanding member of 
the Allen County Dairy Club and 
was safety leader of her club, the

But it was not mere preaching 
that won Carol her honors.

she discovered. Then she corrected 
them.

The list of things she did around 
her home and farm is long and in- 
cludes a lot of practical ideas and 
safety hints applicable to most farm- 
steads. Besides giving all those talks 
and demonstrations, Carol also:

The demonstration around which 
she planned her talks—her “preach- 
ing’ — this past year was titled 
“Painting For Safety.” It included 


both specific, concrete suggestions on 
how to paint to make safety hazards 
stand out by contrast with surround 
ings and general safety philosophy 


“I tried to show how expensive 
accidents can be.” she said, “by ask- 
ing just who could afford an acci- 
dent. Even if a life isn’t lost, and 


not mentioning the possible pain and 


heartache, accidents are costly in 
terms- of money, time lost, and 
inconvenience.” 

Carol has carried safety projects 
during the past three years. Her in 
terest was first stirred when she 
heard the assistant county agent 


give a talk on the state dairy safe- 
ty contest. She was named health 
and safety leader of her own club 
the Shamrocks, at the same time 


Then last year, besides winning 
the state and national farm and 
home safety contests, Carol was 


awarded a Guernsey calf as her first 
place prize in the Indiana 4-H Dairy 
Safety Contest 

Carol's evangelism has stirred up 


a wider interest and awareness of 
safety in the county. The Farm Bu- 
reau Insurance agency donated a 


safety film to the Chamber of Com- 
merce film library, through her ef- 
forts, and the Farmers’ Mutual Fire 
Insurance Association now sponsors 


an award for the county safety 
winner. 
“There’s no point in keeping a 


good thing to yourself,” Mr. Guen- 


ther said. “We encouraged her to 
give those talks so others could 
benefit.” 
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if the doctor or fire department has to 
be summoned by the Guenther house- 
hold there's no hurried shuffling through 
directory pages. The numbers are right 
there on the wall.

Preventing Turkey Diseases 


The season for turkey  poult 
trouble is here. Preventing diseases 
will save you money and work. In 
a recent publication of the College 
of Agriculture, University of Cali- 
fornia, Doctors Hinshaw and Rosen- 
wald list some valuable “dos” and 
“dont’s” in turkey disease prceven- 
tion. They say: “There isn’t any 
easy way. Pink pills won't help. 
Neither will doping the drinking 
water. But good care, reasonable 
sanitation, and watchfulness will.” 
Guarding your turkeys against all 
the diseases they can get calls for 
a thorough program of prevention. 
But the program must be practical. 
Changing the litter every week is a 
good practice; but few growers feel 
they can afford it. Here are the 
measures you need for a sound yet 
practical job. This is a long list. 
But there are few of these practices 


you can safely neglect 

A single outbreak might cost you 
more in time and money than a 
sound prevention program. If you 


combine these practices into a pro- 
gram to fit your set-up, they should 
pay their way. 

How many 
do you follow? 
Start with a healthy flock: 

Buy only pullorum-clean eggs or 
poults. Choose poults from stock 
with high livability, free of inherit- 
able defects 
Keep your flock vigorous: 

Start poults on feed and water at 
once. 

Avoid crowding. 

Give poults needed ventilation. 

Provide shade in hot weather. 

Handle turkeys gently. 

Use clean, dry litter. 

Avoid moldy feeds. 

Feed a balanced ration. 

Guard against excess salt. 

Avoid abrupt changes. 

Check your range for 
plants 

Provide plenty of fresh water. 

Don't “dope” the water unless you 
have to 

Don't use “cure-alls” 
unless you have to.

Buy only day-old poults or eggs. 

Keep your turkeys away from 
other fowl. 

Avoid contaminated ranges. 

Control rats and mice. 

Control wild rodents and reptiles. 

Keep turkeys out of barnyards 
and corrals 

Keep visitors out of yards. 

Keep contaminated equipment out 
of yards. 
Stop spread and build-up: 

Watch for the first 
trouble 

Plan houses you can keep clean. 

Plan yards you can keep dry. 

Use feeders and waterers 
prevent contamination. 

Arrange equipment to 
need to enter yards. 

Have plenty of feeders and wa- 
terers. 

Put feeders 
raised platform. 

Sell all your adult

Keep your adult and poult flocks 
entirely separate.

incubator. 

Clean brooder houses’ between

Disinfect contaminated tools and 
equipment 


Clean feeders and waterers often. 
Clean feeding areas often 
Stir or change litter often. 


Isolate any birds that are even 
slightly “off” 
Burn or bury all dead _ birds 


immediately. 
Get a diagnosis early and get it 
from your diagnostic laboratory. 


TO RELEASE PLACENTA 
I have followed with great inter- 


est the “Round Table” articles in 
your magazine, especially those 
about fresh cows and their care. 


We have often given injections for 
milk fever, as one of the gentlemen 
recommends, and we read with 
great interest about the pituitary 
extract he injects to stimulate re- 
lease of placenta. Can you give me 
more details on this extract and 
what strength is safe to use?

Five ce of posterior pituitary is 
often used to stimulate the release 
of the placenta. Sometimes stilbes- 
trol, 10-30 milligrams, is used for 
this purpose. These hormones can- 
not be relied upon to give satisfac- 
tory results in all cases. As a rule, 
routine administration of hormones 
is not recommended. 


BLUE BAG 


I would like to know if there ts 
such a disease called blue bag in 
cattle. I had a cow get a hard, 
lumpy quarter in her bag. We 
thought it was mastitis and treated 
with penicillin, but she got worse 
so I called a vet. He said it was 
blue bag and the cow would die. 
She got sick on Thursday and died 
Sunday night. The bag was swollen 
up toward her tail.

Apparently the “blue bag” disease 
you speak of is the same as gan- 
grene. Gangrene is necrotic or dead 
tissue that becomes invaded with 
bacteria among which is a gas form- 
ing germ. This organism often gets 
into the tissue through cuts that 
come in contact with dirt or filth. 
When an udder becomes so infected, 
there is little that can be done for 
it and the animal usually dies. 


BLOODY MILK 


Could you please tell me what 
causes bloody milk in a cow’s udder 


after she freshens? The milk was 
bloody for two weeks. 
Doylestown, Ohio J. G. 


Usually bloody milk in the udders 
of fresh cows is not a serious condi- 
tion. The exact cause is not known 
but it is believed pressure, both from 
within the gland and from without, 
when the cow lies down, or even 
slight injury to the quarter or udder 
induces the tiny blood vessels or 
capillaries to break and allow the 
blood to escape into the milk duct 
or cistern. If infection is not pres- 
ent, the condition usually clears up 
in from a few days to several weeks.
